Full-Blooded Indian Who Did Gallant 
Service For His Country. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 2.—General 
Ely Samuel Parker died suddenly in Fair- 
field: He was 75 years of age and was 
a full-blooded Indian. He was born op 
the Towanua reservation in New York, 
was chief of the Seneca tribe-‘and king of 
the Six Nations. 


GENERAL E. 8, PARKER 

General Parker sétved through the war 
with distinguished ability, and acted as 
Grant’s private secretary. He wrote the 
famous surrender of Lee at Appomatox in 
1865. He received the: rank of brigadier 
general from Grant, and when the latter 
became president was appointed commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs, which place he 
held intil 1871. 

General Parker was a 32d degree Mason, 
amember of the Loyfil Legioh of the 
Army and Navy, and of Eno post, Grand 
Army, in New York city. He was an 
ardent Republican apd an_ eloquent 
speaker, . 


HOPKINS ADVISED IT,

About by Chicago's Mayor, 

CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—Ex-Mayor Hopkins 
advised the great railrodd strike of 1504, 
which. ended in such disastrous loss @f 
property and life.’

EX-MAYOR HOPKINS.

Fall River Weavers Will Make 
Derhand on Manufacturers. 


Refusal Will Be Promptly Followed! by a 


Strike—Operatives to Think 


Inclined 


Their. Demand Is a Just One. 


FALL River, Mass., Sept. 5) — The 
Weavers’ association last night voted 
unanimously to demand an increase of 10 
per cent in wages on and after Sept. 23. 
The weavers are of the opinion that an 
increase will not be granted, and, as a ma- 
jority favor going out, it is very probable 
that another labor difficulty will develop 
before the end of the month. 

The demand will be sent in written 


also to the owner of the Iron Works mill. 
If an answer is received before the date 
mentioned a special meeting will be called 
to take action. If no answer is received, a 
meeting will be called at which the weay- 
ers will be called upon to decide the ques- 
tion of a strike or no strike, 

There was some discussion regarding 
the amount to be asked, some members 
considering that 163, per cent should be 
demanded at once. This would bring the 
price of weaving 64x64s up to 21 cents a 
cut, instead of 18 cents; the amount now 
paid, 

It wasthe almost unanimous opinion, 
however, that 10.was enough to ask for 

Under Present Conditions, 
and if it was not granted the amount re- 
quested might be changed. The demand 
“will be mailed tothe mill people today, 

Weavers who were spoken to after the 
meeting did not appeat to be very hopeful 
of. receiving apy concessions ‘from the 
manufacturers, but they said they were 
willing to go on strike the 23d of this 
month if their demand was refused. 

The unanimity with which the request 
was made leaves very little room for 
doubt as to the ultimate intentions of the 
operatives. They said the main reason 
they did not-ask the full 163g per cent was 
because they appreciated the fact that cot- 
ton is high. , ,

~ BROKEN GAS MAIN 


Causes the Justant Death of Five Men by 
Sull.cation, 

PROVIDENCE, Sept. 5.—By the bursting 
of a was main at ethe works of the Provi- 
dence Gas company yesterday afternoon 
five men were suffocated and a sixth 
narrowly escaped death, The dead are: 
James Oolton. James Riley, Charles Me- 
Manus, Lawrence Burns and John Me- 
Namee. 

The accident was a most peculiar one, 
For several days Jeaking gas has been de- 
tected in the holder, and yesterday the 
company sent six men under a foreman to 
find and repair the teak, which proved ‘to 
come from a defective valve connecting the 
four-inch main which supplies the West- 
field street holder With'gas from the main 
halder:on Globe strect. The unfortunate 
returned from dinner at 1 
o’clock, and going down the wooden stairs 
which lewis from, the entrance of the 
holder to the “cellar “below, began to work 
on the broken valve. 

They disconnectede it, and tied a big 
cloth bag about the large main extending 
in from the street, when, for some reason 
or other; the bag gave way, and an im- 
‘mense yolume of gas rushed ott. In muck 
less time than it takes to tell it, all were 
overcome, and before they could reach the 
foot of the stairs, ‘within a few feet of 
them, they dropped dead, with the excep- 
tion of one, who managed to creep up 
stairs, where the fresh air enabled him to 
recover sufficiently to reach the street. 

Immediately after it beeame known that 
the men were unable to get out, willing 
hands attempted to go tg the rescue, but 
nothing could be done While the escaping 
gas rushed up the cellar stairs. Foreman 
Allen did all he could, but there was no 
cut-off in the street,,and he Knew not 
which way to turn, The police were 
quickly on the spot and roped off West- 
field street, and Medical Examiner Palmer 
‘stood in the doorway to prevent anybody 
from going down the’stairs, 

Soon after 8 o’clock the gas company 
sent a gang of men to dig up the street in 
front of the terrible grave, to get at the 
main shut-off farther along, it being 
understood that no other means of shut- 
ting off the gas could: be attained, and 
even then it meant two hours’ work 
Foreman Allen took a hand in the excava- 
tion, and was overcome before the digging 
had proceeded far. He was taken to the 
Rhode Island hospital.

Stealthy. 

An eastern traveler, who has had man 
and varied encounters with wild ant{- 
mals in the heart of Africa and has 
walked through many jungles, says that 
he concurs in the opinion commonly held 
by the natives of the countries he has 
visited that the leopard is more danger- 
ous than either the lion or the tiger. Its 
noiseless approach may be imagined, he 
says, from an incident which occurred 
to him in Abyssinia. 

I was watching a pool by moonlight 
in a deep bend of the River Royan dur- 
ing the dry season. - Hours passed, but 
nothing larger ‘than an antelope ap- 
peared. 

We were seated beneath a large tree 
completely denuded of leaves, and the 
moon was shining brightly, throwing 
into sharp, outline every bough, Sud- 
denly my wife pulled my sleeve'and di- 
rected my attention to a large, animal 
crouched upon the branches exactly 
above us. ; } 


I might have taken a splendid shot, 


but I at first imagined it to be a dog 
faced baboon that had béen asleep'in the 
tree. I stood. erect to obtain a clearer 
view, and at once the creature sprang 
to the ground within a’ few feet of us 
and bounded into the jungle. 

It was a leopard, which had probably 
reached the tree by means of some neigh- 
boring branch, and so noiselessly that 
we had not uiscovered its presence. The 
animal. had evidently winded us and 
was determined to reconnoiter our posi- 
tion. ’

He used to acknowledge that in lec- 
turing he was more dependent than most 
professors on the sympathy of his:hear- 
ers, and he would sometimes select one 
of his students who had more mobile 
and expressive features than the rest as 
an unsuspecting gauge of. 'the, extent to 
which he carried with him the intelli- 
gence and interest of the class. 

‘*During one whole session,’’ he said, 
**a certain student, with a plain but ex- 
pressive countenance, was of great use 
to me in judging of my success. He sat 
conspicuously in front of a pillar. I had 
him constantly under my eye. 

“If he leaned forward to listen, all
